The Association of New 
Zealand Road Safety 
Committees 


Our association is made up of approximately forty district 
committees, who are all concerned with road safety in their im- 
mediate areas. 

Much of the work is not exciting or headline making, but is 
made up mundane things which must be investigated in order to 
keep up a standard of road safety. 

Each year an annual conference is held in which problems and 
ideas are discussed and representatives from different areas get a 
chance to learn what other areas are doing. This year’s conference 
was hosted by the Lower Hutt Road Safety Committee. A variety of 
remits and recommendations were adopted by this our seventh an- 
nual conference and they varied from cyclists’ equipment to school 
children’s patrols. The conference was strongly opposed to any 
proposal to lower the minimum drinking age. Our National Council 
made the recommendation that the Police Department, the Ministry 
of Transport, the Accident Compensation Commission and the New 
Zealand Standards Institute make provision for the impounding and 
inspection of all safety helmets found to be affected as the result of 
a motor vehicle accident. This procedure has recently been im- 
plemented in Christchurch and it will be interesting to see what re- 
sults can be gained. 

Local committees generally concern themselves with parking 
problems (where road safety is involved), accident causing intersec- 
tions, poor sign posting of streets, school patrols, child safety and 
other road safety problems that are brought to their attention. 
Committees work closely with their local Ministry of Transport and 
Council offices. 

The committees are made up of representatives from various 
organisations (e.g. Councils, Ministry of Transport, Education De- 
partment, Institute of New Zealand Driving Schools, Transport 
Boards, Insurance Council, Autocycle Club, etc.) and private mem- 
bers. 

“What can you do about that nagging road problem that con- 
fronts you each morning as you set off to work? You either do 
something constructive or you continue to put up with the problem 
until a serious accident takes place. Right now you can join your 
local Road Safety Committee, subscribe to the Road Safety 
Magazine (at $1.00 per annum it’s a cheap donation to something 
worthwhile) or at the very least put pen to paper, outline the prob- 
lem and let your local Road Safety Committee know about it.

ACCIDENT ACTION 


Those vital first minutes 
DON’T STAND BY AND LET HIM DIE 


UNCONSCIOUS PEOPLE CAN AND DO, CHOKE TO DEATH 
Blood, vomit, loose teeth or broken dentures can enter the air- 
way and block it. 
The tongue can fall back and block the airway if the incon- 
scious person is lying on his back. 





THEY CAN ALSO BLEED TO DEATH. SIMPLE FIRST AID CAN 
SAVE A LIFE. 


PRIORITIES 

1. Has more than one person been hurt? Who needs help first? 
Look after the unconscious person first. Is he breathing? 
IF YES, ensure airway is clear and place in ‘coma position”. 
IF NO, ensure airway is clear and restart his breathing by 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation. 

2. Stop bleeding by applying direct pressure over the wound. 

3. Send for ambulance. 

4. Check for danger. 

DO NOT TOUCH OCCUPANTS OR CAR IF LIVE WIRES ARE IN 

CONTACT WITH THE CAR. 

DO NOT MOVE CASUALTIES UNNECESSARILY. 


CLEARING THE AIRWAY 


ACT QUICKLY TO CLEAR HIS AIRWAY AND KEEP IT CLEAR 
Inspect his mouth and throat and wipe out his mouth with your 
finger or with a handkerchief over your finger to remove blood, 
vomit, loose teeth or broken dentures. 
Tilt his head back. 


IF HE IS UNCONSCIOUS AND STILL SITTING IN THE CAR 
Wipe out his mouth then put him in the “head back’ position. 
Gently tilt his head back as far as it will go. 

Support it in this position. But if there is any bleeding into the 
mouth, or from the nose, or if he begins to vomit, turn him into the 

“coma position” at once, whether he’s inside the car or outside it. 


CHECK FOR BREATHING 
LOOK for the rise and fall of his chest; if no movement LISTEN 
for breathing and FEEL for breathing.

If he is not breathing and you’ve cleared the airway begin 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation at once.

NOTE AGAIN: This section only applies to an unconscious 
person. 





Remember 
Steady any broken limbs during the turn. Loosen any tight clo- 
thing at neck, chest, waist. NEVER put a “pillow” under his head. 





First turn the person on to his side 
Then: 

Make sure that the head is tilted slightly backwards so that the 
chin juts out. 

In this position the tongue will fall forward clear of the airway 
and any blood and vomit will drain forwards out of the mouth. 

Then wipe out the mouth with your finger or a handkerchief 
over your finger in order to remove blood, vomit, loose teeth or 
broken dentures. | 

He must be kept on his side, and if you think it can be done 
without: aggravating any injuries: 

Bend the uppermost leg and knee until the thigh is at a right 
angle to the body. 

Bend the uppermost arm and elbow so that the hand lies near 
the face. 

Gently pull back the underneath arm so that it lies on the 
ground behind him. 

If moving the limbs appears to be undesirable, a rolled blanket 
or similar article may be used as a “prop” to keep him in position.

Check again that his mouth and throat are clear and make sure 


that you make an airtight seal when mouth-to-mouth. 
Mouth-to-mouth resuscitation can be carried out with the casu- 


alty still sitting in the car.

STOP THE BLEEDING 


— 





. Uncover the whole wound. 
. Apply pressure by pressing over the wound with your hand or 


squeeze the edges of the wound together. 


. Keep pressure on the wound with a thick pad, bandaged firmly 


in place. The pad must be big enough to cover the whole wound 
and all of the pad must be covered by the bandage. You may 
have to improvise to make the pad and bandage — use any 
cloth available. 


. Elevate the part but DO NOT use a tourniquet. If the person 


feels numbness, tingling or pain in the fingers or toes of ban- 
daged limb then the bandage is probably too tight. Ease it a 
little. 


. If bleeding continues, apply another pad and bandage, do not 


remove the first one. 


. Sometimes a piece of metal, wood or glass is found in the 


wound. In this case, apply pressure to the edges of the wound 
by placing pads around the wound and bandaging them in posi- 
tion. This method is also used if a broken bone sticks out of the 
wound.

CHECK FOR DANGER AND SEND FOR HELP 


DO NOT EXPOSE YOURSELF AND THE ACCIDENT VICTIM TO

CHECKING FOR DANGER — to yourself and others. 

1. Do not touch occupants or vehicles if live wires are in contact 
with the car. 

. Turn off ignition of crashed cars. 

. If power lines are causing sparks near but not touching the car 
remove people quickly in case spilt petrol is set alight. 

. Ensure no one is smoking. 

. Station people to warn other cars and people of any dangers. 

. At night light up the area and use flashing indicators on vehicles 
as additional warning. 

. Where possible people, vehicles and debris should be cleared 
from the roadway. 


DO YOU MOVE HIM? 


SOMETIMES you must move an accident casualty.

But injuries can be made worse by unnecessary movement. 
ONLY MOVE THE PERSON WHEN: 

HE IS IN DANGER e.g. from fire, traffic or from burns from a 
hot roadway) or his position makes it impossible to carry out essen- 
tial treatment (to clear airway, carry out mouth-to-mouth resuscita- 
tion or stop bleeding). 

If you do have to move him get three or four people to help if 
possible. 

AVOID BENDING OR TWISTING HIS NECK OR BACK - 
KEEP THEM STRAIGHT, SUPPORT INJURED LIMBS. 
Remember: Most casualties will be suffering some degree of 
shock. One of the best ways of treating this is by reassuring them 
— but never give alcohol. Keep them quiet and protect them from 
the weather, but don’t allow them to overheat.

Mike was nine years old the other day and his par- 
ents bought him a brand new bicycle for his birthday. 

Straight after his party Mike was out on the road testing his 
new machine. It looked good, in fact it was an excellent bike. The 
only trouble was it was far too big for him. Mike could barely touch 
the pedals, let alone the ground. The handle bars seemed miles 
away and it was a real effort to reach them and turn a corner. 

All of a sudden Mike saw a Car reversing out of a driveway. He 
panicked. He wasn’t strong enough to apply the brakes, he couldnt 
touch the ground and he couldnt turn. 

Mike spent the next two weeks in hospital—his bike, com- 
pletely ruined. 

The thing is, Mike’s accident could have been avoided had 
Mike and his parents gone to the bike shop together and taken all 
the following into consideration:

SELECTING A BIKE 
Bicycles are measured by the size of the wheel and the length 
of the frame tubing from saddle to crank. Tyre size and wheel size 


are the same. 

If the frame size is too large the cyclist will not be able to reach 
the pedal at the bottom of the swing. If the rider can't do this they 
swing from side to side and this is extremely dangerous. 


Another important factor when selecting a bicycle is reach. This 
is the distance from the front of the seat to the beginning of the 
handlebars. 





The bicycle should be at a height where the rider can touch the ground easily 
when the machine is upright. Not only is this important when riding the bike, it 
is also necessary when moving from a stationary position.

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If the reach on the cycle is too short the rider’s elbows will get 
in the way and it is too long the rider will have to stretch forward, 
carrying too much weight on his arms and back. 

To determine the proper size first measure leg length of the 
child from crotch to floor (wearing flat heels). Then consult the fol- 
lowing guide. For small children, age is indicated rather than leg 
length. These bicycles have trainer wheels.

The kind of bike you buy should be determined by the following 
factors: 

* The child’s age. 

* The purpose for which the bike will be used. 

* The price you wish to pay. 

* The type of usage it will get — rough, medium, or light. 

* Your concern for safety. 

* Last but not least, what kind of bike does your boy or girl want? 


Regardless of the type of model you finally decide to get, make 
sure it is the proper size. A bike which is too large or too small may 
be unsafe to ride. 

lf you buy a bicycle which is not assembled, make sure you 
know how to put it together before you take it home. Those multi- 
speed gears can be tricky. If there is any doubt, ask the dealer to 
do the job, or to tell you where it can be done. 


Certain equipment is required by law, so make sure of all of 
these items when you discuss’ prices with the dealer. 


FRAMES 

The frame of the bicycle is the most expensive and important 
part of the machine. It is the determining factor of bicycle weight 
and generally the lighter the frame the more expensive it will be.

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To judge the frame, lift it feeling its weight and knock a tube 
with your finger listening for the ringing sound of a good metal. 

A low priced frame is sturdy and heavy and consists simply cf 
a series of tubes welded together. Better quality frames are joined 
by lugs. These involve the addition of reinforcing metal at stress 
points. 

When looking for a used frame, check it carefully for alignment. 
Look down the length of the tubes to check for flaws or bumps. 
Keep away from frames with kinks as this indicates that the tube 
has been bent and straightened and is weak at this point. 

Also look for paint damage that has been caused by heat. This 
indicates that a blow torch has been used on the metal, usually to 
straighten it. Frames with this type of repair can be unsafe. 


WHEELS 

Most cycles today have wheels between 300 and 700 mm in 
diameter. The size has a marked influence on the riding charac- 
teristics of a particular cycle, the larger the wheels the easier the 
bicycle is to propel. 

Smaller wheels are slightly more difficult to drive. But they are 
lighter and their size enables them to be packed away in the back 
seat of a car. This also makes the bike more manoeuvrable. 

Both steel and aluminium wheels are used in wheel construc- 
tion. Aluminium wheels with stainless steel spokes are better as 
they are less prone to rust. 


TYRES 
There are four basic types of tyres: 
They are: 
— pneumatics 
— balloons 
— tubulars (also called tubs) 
— sew ups (sew ons) 
— clinchers (wired-ons or wire-ons). 

Pneumatics were popular in the past and were simply known 
as bicycle tyres. Today they are found only on heavy duty delivery 
cycles. They are tough and have a long life and punctures are eas- 
ily fixed. 


Balloons are also heavy duty tyres. They can be very difficult to 
pedal as they run on a comparatively low pressure.

Tyres differ from bicycle to bicycle. Normally a 10-speed model will have a 
much thinner, lighter tyre. This can be pumped up tighter than the more con- 
ventional tyre and enables the rider to travel at a faster speed.

THE “TRAFFIC DISEASE” IN 
CHILDREN 


Tord Kjellstrom and Kinsie Hope, Department of Community Health, University 
of Auckland. 


This is a summary of a study of all traffic accidents in the Auckland area 1970-77 in 
which a pre-school child was injured and admitted to hospital. Some additional 
analysis of the data have also been included in this report. 
Children’s Traffic Accidents 

Traffic accidents are the cause of one in six deaths among 
New Zealand preschoolers. Twenty years ago only one in twenty 
preschool children’s deaths were due to this cause, but children’s 
traffic accidents have increased while other causes of death have 
decreased. 

New Zealand has higher traffic accident death and injury rates 
than a number of other countries with similar geographic and traffic 
characteristics. For example, Sweden has only a third of the New 
Zealand rates. 

The adoption of successful prevention programmes used over- 
seas, should be seriously considered. A majority of the 30 pre- 
school children who die on the road each year or of the 500 chil- 
dren who are injured, would not have been injured at all if the acci- 
dent rates were as low here as in Sweden. 

The study reported here was undertaken in order to learn more 
about the detailed causation of traffic accident injuries in children, 
and about the occurrence of long-term after-effects of the injury. 


The Study Plan 

The study included all preschool children who, during 1970-77, 
had been hospitalised in the Auckland area as a result of motor 
accidents. Of 529 studied, 37% were car passengers and 63% 
were pedestrians. (Another 170 were excluded, being incidental ac- 
cidents such as fingers caught in car doors). 

Four methods were used to gather information about the acci- 
dent, the injuries and the after-effects:— 
@ The children’s hospital records; 
® Ministry of Transport accident records: 
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@ Interviews with child’s parents; 
@ Checks with organisations giving services to handicapped chil- 
dren. 

Interviews were only carried out for those 284 cases whose 
parents’ addresses could be easily located, and of these, 17 par- 
ents declined an interview. The interviewers tried to help the par- 
ents to establish contacts with medical services, the Accident Com- 
pensation Commission, social workers, etc., if necessary. 

Because of lack of address 46% could not be interviewed. It is 
difficult to draw firm conclusions from some of the data, even 
though the interviewed and non-interviewed groups were very simi- 
lar in respect to age, sex, ethnic group, and severity of injury. How- 
ever, the results show some clear-cut tendencies which cannot be 
Caused by selection bias. 


Two Different Diseases 

Vehicle occupant and pedestrians accident have very different 
occurrence rates, causation patterns and prevention methods. Oc- 
cupants’ injuries occur at almost the same rate in each one-year 
age group, whereas pedestrians’ injuries are uncommon among 
very small babies and increase with age. The highest death rates 
for child passengers in New Zealand are under 2 years of age, and 
the highest death rates for pedestrians occur at age 4-5. The Auck- 
land hospital case data showed a peak for passengers at age 2-3 
and for pedestrians at age 4-5. 

Vehicle occupant death rates in the whole population are 
higher than the rates in the preschool age group, whereas the 
death rates among child pedestrians have been higher than the 
rates in the whole population. 

During recent years there has been a decrease in traffic acci- 
dent death rates. Boys have slightly higher injury rates, particularly 
in pedestrian accidents. Maori and Pacific Island child pedestrians 
are at a higher risk than Europeans whereas for passengers there 
was no difference between the rates for Pacific Island and Euro- 
pean children. 

The causation of occupant accidents is different from that of 
pedestrian accidents. The risk of having a passenger accident is 
dependent on the extent to which children travel in cars, and the 
frequency of traffic accidents in general. There is, however, no de- 
tailed data on children’s travelling so this factor could not be 
analysed. 

But a lot can be done to reduce passenger injuries, accepting 
that accidents will occur. 

Pedestrians injuries on the other hand have to be prevented by 
preventing the accident itself. Very little can be done to reduce the 
extent of injuries when an accident happens. 

Preschoolers’ pedestrians accidents are very often caused 
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when small children cross roads. If their need to do so is reduced 
many accidents will be prevented. 


Passengers Need Protection 

The study showed that about two thirds of the accidents, in 
which a child was injured, were collisions or roll-overs. About half of 
these accidents were caused by factors which could not have been 
avoided by the driver of the car with a child passenger. Thus, even 
if you are a very careful driver, you have to ensure that your chil- 
dren are protected inside the car. Safety seats are an effective way. 

A number of studies have shown the efficiency of seat belts in 
preventing injuries in adults. For preschool children special safety 
seats are the best method of injury reduction. In the study only a 
very small number of the hospitalised children had used any form of 
restraint. Based on an earlier survey of restraint use in New Zea- 
land, this study deduced that the injury risk is about five times grea- 
ter for children without restraints, than for children using some kind 
of restraint. 

Experimental studies in Sweden have shown that the best re- 
straints for preschoolers are specially designed backward-facing or 
forward-facing child safety seats, which are firmly attached to the 
body of the car. 

None of the hospitalised children used such seats. 

Lack of restraints can also increase the risk of an accident. In 
some of the cases in this study the driver was distracted by children 
playing unrestrained in the car. 

Most of the accidents, that were not collisions, involved a child 
falling out of the car because a door accidentally opened (Fig. 1). 
Many of these vehicles were old-fashioned with door hinges at the 
back, and unsafe door handles. Drivers of such cars should be 








aware of this risk. All the “falling out” accidents could have been 
prevented if the children had been restrained by safety seats or 
seat belts. These are needed even if you are a careful driver. 

In the baby group (age less than 9 months), two thirds of the 
hospitalised children were travelling in carrycots. This is the same 
proportion as that of babies in general travelling in carrycots when 
in cars, and it indicates that in order to give any protection the car- 
rycot has to be strapped to the car, and the baby has to be re- 
strained inside the cot. Special safety cots or safety seats for 
babies give the best protection. 


None of the injured children used such devices. 

In most passenger cars, the head or the face was injured. This 
is to be expected as preschool children have heavy heads relative 
to the rest of their body size and they have poor abilities in bracing 
themselves against the impact. 


Child Pedestrians — “Living Warning Signs” 

Most of the injured child pedestrians were crossing a road 
when they were hit, either ahead of, or behind someone they knew, 
or they saw something on the other side of the road that interested 
them and they dashed across. 

In order to prevent this type of accident, drivers and parents 
have to anticipate the situations in which a child suddenly runs out. 
A driver who sees a preschool child, without supervision on the side 
of the road, should slow down and be prepared to stop immediately. 

Preschool children are not mature enough to cope with the traf- 
fic hazards on their own. Their hearing and eye-sight are not fully 
developed. It is quite normal for them to believe that approaching 
cars can stop immediately. At the pedestrian crossings, they may 
step out when the driver is too close to stop. It is also normal for 
children to play most of the time. Children’s traffic education cannot 
change all these normal behaviours. 


The case histories in the study underline the need for 
adults to be educated, rather than the child. 

Most of the pedestrian accidents occurred within 1km of the 
child’s home and a large proportion, (18%), occurred in the drive- 
ways where children were hit by backing cars. Fences around 
driveways and section boundaries can keep the preschool children 
away from the hazards. Drivers have to check behind and under 
their cars before starting to drive. | 

There were great differences in the incidence of pedestrian ac- 
cidents between different parts of Auckland (Fig. 2). Children living 
in areas with smaller sections and less play space, and with a grea- 
ter proportion of low income families, had a higher risk of being 
injured in a pedestrian accident. 

Preventive measures in these areas could be given priority. 
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Fig. 2 
One important way of preventing the ‘crossing road’ accidents 
would be to create ‘car-free’ zones within residential areas at the 
town planning stage. Road layouts incorporating bridges and un- 
derpasses create environments in which pedestrians seldom con- 
flict with car traffic. Overseas experience indicates that such town 
planning measures can decrease the incidence of pedestrian acci- 
dents by 80%. 
Pedestrians in the study often had head or face injuries. Limb 
fractures were more common among the pedestrians and their total 
injuries tended to be more severe than the passenger injuries. 


Long Lasting Effects 

In about half of the hospitalised cases it was commented there 
was a need for further support such as medical care, checkups at 
out-patient clinics and by family doctors, child minding, cookery and 
housework, emotional support and transport. 

The most common physical after effects were due to various 
symptoms of brain and spinal damage and pains in injured legs. 
Long lasting pains and aches were common among pedestrians. 

After checking with the institutions for the handicapped to 
evaluate the degree of brain damage, eight cases of severe lasting 
handicaps were found. Including those handicapped cases that 
could not be traced, it was estimated that 2-6% of preschool chil- 
dren hospitalised after traffic accidents suffered severe lasting 
handicaps. A larger group of children experienced behavioural ef- 
fects which included affected sleep, appetite, school work and a 
lack of independence and confidence. Some of these effects may 
have been caused by the hospitalisation rather than by the accident 
itself. 
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Accidents are Expensive 

The economics costs of the accidents are shared between the 
families of the injured children, the government health care system, 
and society in general through future production losses. 

The greatest family costs were transport, charges of doctors, 
and income lost from time off work. The amount varied between 
over $1000 in three cases, to the majority which were less than 
$100. It is probable that these figures are too low as many parents 
did not include in their calculations extensive travel expenses to 
visit the child in the hospital. The average specified cost per family 
was $233 for passengers and $290 for pedestrians. 

A total of 10% of passengers and 7% of pedestrians received 
some financial compensation. Four per cent of passengers and 
three per cent of pedestrians had private medical insurance and 
slightly more recovered expenses from the Accident Compensation 
Commission (ACC) but 10% felt financial hardship was imposed in 
one way or another by the accident. 

The cost of the initial hospitalisation and after-care was calcu- 
lated to be on average, about $700 for passengers and $1400 for 
pedestrians. The difference is mainly due to the pedestrians staying 
longer in hospital. These costs are covered by the health care sys- 
tem and the total amount per year in New Zealand would be about 
$500,000. . 

i Cases with severe lasting handicaps need medical care, re- 
habilitation care and other assistance, maybe over their whole 
lifetime. Each such case could cost $100,000 or more. These costs 
are covered by the health care system and the social welfare sys- 
tem and in total may exceed$1,000,000 per year in New Zealand. 
The. social costs for future production losses are of the same size. 

Effective prevention methods against passenger and pedes- 
trian injuries are already known. Such programmes will save a lot of 
money for the government health care system. For some preven- 
tion methods, such as child restraints, the money spent on increas- 
ing their use will soon be recovered in decreased hospital care 
costs.

THE '2 SECOND’ RULE 





A method of determining a safe interval between your vehicle and 
the one ahead is based on the principle that there is a direct relation- 
ship between time and distance . . . For instance — at 20 km/h a 
vehicle travels about 6 metres per second; at 50 km/h a vehicle travels 
at 15 metres per second; at 80 km/h a vehicle travels at 24 metres per 
second. 3 

Thus a safe following distance can then be determined by the 
simple process of counting off seconds. Research has established 
that by allowing a minimum of two second intervals, regardless of 
speed between vehicles, a safe margin can be maintained. This 
distance is not only more accurately determined than estimating car 
lengths but also affords the driver greater safety. 


Practical Application 

As you are watching the road while driving, itis a simple matter to 
select a fixed object — road signs, posts, shadow, etc. up ahead and 
use this object as a check point. When the vehicle you are following 
passes this reference point, count off (1,000 and 1; 1,000 and 2; or the 
word croc-o-dile) until your vehicle reaches the same point. This 
method will then give you a good estimate of the distance between you 
and the other car. 

lf you pass the point before 2 seconds, you are following too 
close. You then must reduce your speed and try again at another 
location. Once you establish the proper distance, you usually can 
maintain it for some time. It is wise, however, to recheck your position 
periodically to prevent closing the distance betwen your vehicle and 
the one ahead. 
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ONE GOLDEN RULE 


— N.Z. ROAD SAFETY 
There is one golden rule for motorists when children are about: 





Expect the unexpected. 


If you remember this, and allow an extra margin of safety so 


that you can handle the unpredictable actions of children you could 
save a life. 


Although being prepared for the unexpected is the main re- 


quirement for the protection of children on the roads, there are a 
number of more detailed rules under this main heading. They in- 
clude: 


Never expect children to act in traffic as adults would. 

Always make sure you can stop quickly if necessary when chil- 
dren are about. 

Pay special attention to children at the roadside — they may 
dash out unexpectedly. 

Children are likely to dash out whether alone, with other children 
and even with adults. | 

If there are children on both sides of the road, it is likely some 
will dash across. 

If one child dashes onto the road, others are likely to follow. 
Never believe that children have a grasp of an overall traffic 
situation — they are usually concentrating on just one aspect. 
When something is happening at the roadside, children are likely 
to dash across to inspect it. 

Take extra care near playgrounds and shops as well as near 
schools. 

Watch for children getting out of cars on the opposite side of the 
road to a school, playground or shop. 

Remember that children might consider a pedestrian crossing is 
“magically” safe and dash on to it. 

lf overtaking a child cyclist on the road, allow plenty of room, go 
slowly enough to be able to stop if necessary and be prepared 
to signal your approach with a toot on your car horn. 

Children can’t judge speeds well and may not allow enough time 
when crossing the road. 

Never force a child cyclist to the side of the road — wait until 
there is room to pass. 

Children in a group are likely to be playing and are likely to do 
the unexpected. 

Respect a child’s right of way on the road. 
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@ Never count on a child crossing at a constant speed — he might 
break into a run. 


@ Check for children behind and under your car before leaving a 
parking space. 

@ Never drive between children crossing the street. 

@ Never think a child has eye contact with you even if he is looking 
directly at you. 

@ Never overtake at a crossing. 

@ If achild is waiting to cross the road, stop and let him. This may 


prevent him dashing in front of another car, or under-estimating 
the speed of another car and walking in front of it. 
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The Law and the Cyclist 


For the purpose of traffic legislation the bicycle is classified as 
a vehicle and consequently the cyclist is required to abide by the 
law in the same way as a motorist keeping his vehicle properly 
maintained and showing consideration for all other road users. 

Bicycles come in all shapes and sizes, some of the equipment 
is optional and for the owner's convenience but there are some 
basic requirements that all cycles must have. 

The items required by law are: 

@ A rear brake, this must be efficient enough to grip the wheel 
firmly. 

@ A red reflector facing to the rear, or red reflector tape having a 
minimum area of 50 square centimetres. 

@ A white patch having a minimum area of 75 square centimetres. 

If the cyclist intends riding at night or at times when visibility is 
poor, the bicycle must have: 

@ A head lamp with a white light visible 100 metres to the front. 
@ A red reflector on the rear and a red light visible for 100 metres 
from the rear. 

There are many other items which may be added to the bicycle 
for the purposes of safety, appearance or convenience. These in- 
clude a signal showing which way the cyclist is going to turn. A rear 
view mirror and a warning bell are also useful safety accessories. 





It’s fun to ride fast, but don’t do it on the road. 
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Chain guards are fitted on most bikes, these are useful as they 
prevent oil being splattered onto the rider’s clothes and can prevent 
injury in the event of an accident. 

The law states that bicycle lights must be used during the 
hours of darkness, these are half an hour after sunset and half an 
hour before sunrise. Riding with no light is very dangerous as the 
beam not only guides the cyclist but also is an indication to 
motorists of the cyclist’s presence. 


Footpath 

Riding on the footpath is dangerous. The cyclist creates a 
hazard to pedestrians as well as himself. A driver pulling out of a 
driveway will not make allowance for a cyclist being there. 

The only circumstance under which cyclists can double is when 
a special seat is fitted to the carrier of their bicycle. These must 
have foot rests and protective wheel covers to prevent the child’s 
feet getting caught in the spokes. Doubling without a seat impairs 
the rider's vision and balance and is a risk to the life of the person 
the cyclist is carrying. 





Don’t ride on the footpath. 
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Another very dangerous practice is being towed by holding on 
to another vehicle. If the vehicle stops or turns suddenly you are 
likely to get caught under the wheels resulting in a very unpleasant 
accident. 

The law states that a cyclist may not ride more than two 
abreast. This is very important and must be enforced by all cyclists. 
A car passing cyclists riding more than two abreast has to move 
over the centre line of the road subsequently endangering oncom- 
ing vehicles. 


Pressure 

In many New Zealand cities cycle tracks have been provided to 
alleviate the pressure placed on the main roads. Where these are 
provided they should be used. Riding on footpaths, lawns and gar- 
dens is not permitted. 

In some places local by-laws are issued to control local traffic 
and often these include bicycles. Usually a by-law will state places 
in which a bicycle may park. 

All cyclists must remember that careless high speed riding 
without regard for other road users is not acceptable and you can 
be prosecuted for such an offence. 

Today the bicycle is an integral part of traffic and it is impera- 
tive that the bicycle and its rider abide by all rules. 
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BIKE VERSUS CAR 





In these days of high fuel costs, high car prices and heart at- 
tacks, the bicycle is a particularly attractive proposition. 

It produces no poisonous fumes, is quiet and does not con- 
sume valuable non-renewable fuel resources. It is cheap to buy and 
maintain, easy to park and the rider benefits from the exercise re- 
quired to propel it. 

With these arguments in favour of bicycles, one would wonder 
why we don’t all sell our cars and invest in bicycles. 


Luxurious 

Perhaps the disadvantages have in the past anyway, outstrip- 
ped the advantages. You can’t sink into a padded, luxurious seat on 
a bicycle, there is a limit to the luggage you can carry and you are 
at the mercy of the weather and to some exent the terrain. 

More and more people are now putting their health (and the 
State of their bank balance) above these disadvantages and the 
bicycle is becoming a valuable means of transport, particularly as a 
way of commuting to work.

Because of the increasing number of cyclists on our city streets 
the motorist must learn to be aware of the hazard faced by cyclists 
in traffic. The cyclist, for his part, has to learn how to conduct him- 
self in a heavy traffic situation. 


Courtesy 

lt should be remembered by the motorist that the cyclist has as 
much right to be on the road as any other form of transport and 
therefore deserves the same courtesy shown to other road users. 
The motorist should give the cyclist enough room to move comfort- 
ably. 

Bicycle riders must realise that it is highly likely that a driver 
may not see them and therefore must make themselves as con- 
spicuous as possible. There are brightly coloured vests available 
and these are excellent in traffic. Cyclists should also aid the driver 
by giving a clear indication of their intentions when stopping or turn- 
ing. 

A lot of traffic problems encountered by cyclists occur at inter- 
sections. The main problem in these areas is the bicycles compari- 
tively slower speed when moving from a stationary position. 

Traffic lanes catering for turning as well as straight through traf- 
fic are a risk for cyclists wanting to proceed straight through. When 
approaching such a situation the cyclist should move to the centre 
of the lane in order to indicate his intentions to the driver behind. 
Proceed in the middle of the lane, moving to the side when clear of 
the intersection. 

A knowledge of the road rules is essential when riding in traffic 
and there are also some basic tips the cyclist should be aware of, 
and use, in traffic situations. 

@ Be ready to stop suddenly, keeping your hands near the brakes. 
@ Be alert, remembering to keep a watch on the traffic behind you. 
@ Ride positively. Go in a straight line, don’t dawdle and swerve all 
over the road — cars must know what to expect. 

@ Always be ready for the worst. Expect people to walk in front of 
you and cars to pull out suddenly. 

@ If riding a ten speed, keep in a gear low enough to give you 
power and acceleration. To stay integrated with the traffic you must 
be ready for sudden bursts of speed. 

@ Leave plenty of room between your cycle and the car in front — 
his brakes are better than yours. 

@ When riding by parked cars be on the alert for cars pulling out 
and car doors opening suddenly. 

@ Watch the road for hazards, e.g. pot holes, boulders, oil, etc. 

Riding in traffic can be very dangerous. It is imperative that you 
are on the alert constantly. Because you are in such a vulnerable 
position your knowledge of the road rules must be thorough.
